My  thanks,  are  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  co- 
operation a.nd  help  in  compiling  this  report,  which  v;ill 
probably  be  the  last  we  have  to  submit  to  your  Council  if  the 
new  scheme  comes  into  force.

SECTION  B - GENKRAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


'5ULANCE  FACILITIES  - For  infectiouc  cases  a motor,  ambulance  is 
maintain'ed  by  "the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Committee. 

For  accident,  sickness  and  maternity  cases,  ambulances  are 
rovided  by  the  Huddersfield  & District  Hospitals  Contributory 
cheme. 

All  contributory  patients  are  coicveyed  to  any  hospital  or 
,stitution  within  the  area  of  the  scheme  free  of  charge. 

Mon-contributory  patients  have  these  facilities  at  s,  fixed 
harge  of  L2/6d  payable  by  the  user.  (The  Council  have  an 
groement  to  make  good  any  unpaid  charges  to  the  Contributory 
cheme) . 

Patients  whether  contributory  or  not  are  conveyed  to  any 
ospital  in  the  country  at  a fixed  charge  of  1/-  per  patient 
ilcj  provided  that  in  the  case  of  a contributor  the  first  11 
lies  is  free  of  charge. 

Road  accident  cases  are  conveyed  free  of  charge  to  the 
udfersfield  Royal  Infirmary. 

OS’^ITALS  - Infectious  disease  are  treated  at  the  penistone  Joint 
co-ation  Hospital  which  is  situate  a short  distance  outside  the 
rea.  The  Hospital  is  controlled  b^^  a Joint  Committee  of 
epresentat ives.  of  the  constituent  authorities.  For  smallpox 
here  is  a separate  small  hospital  in  the  seirae  neighbourhood 
introiled  by  the  same  committee.  No  change  or  extension  of  these 
remises  has  taken  place  during  the  y^'ora 

General  and  accident  cases  are  received  by  the  Huddersfield 
ey..l  Infirmaryo  There  is  no  loca  , '.‘ottage  Hospital  and  there 
re  no  local  Maternity  Homes.

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S.VNITARY  CIRCUIJST/jNCSS  ON  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

SOURCE  OF  SUPPLY:-  The  area  is  supplied  from  two  sources  - 
(T)  Dewsbury  & Heckmondwihe  Waterworks  Board. 

(2)  Huddersfield  Corporation. 

The  supply  from  the  Dewsbury  & Heckmondwike  source  is  received  at 
tvjo  open  res^ervoirs  and  one  covered  tank  at  different  points. 

This  supply  serves  the  greater  part  of  the  area.  Chlorination  ia 
carried  out  by  tha  Waterworks  Board. 

The  supply  from  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  is  received  into  a 
covered  concrete  tank  and  serves  the  Emley  part  of  the  Area. 
Chlorination  and  filtration  is  carried  out  by  the  Huddersfield 
Corpora! ion . 

DISTRIBUTION:-  This  is  carried  out  by  the  Council.  The  supply  is 
available  throughout  the  area  except  for  a few  isolated  premises. 

Direct  connection  to  the  inside  of  the  houses  is  general  and 
there  is  no  instance  where  the  supply  is  by  standpipe. 

The  number  of  houses  served  is  3,111.  There  are  only  45 
occupied  houses  not  connected,  and  of  these  31  have  pri^rate  piped 
supplies.  The  Council's  mains  are  adjacent  to  14of  the  45  houses 
not  connected,  (comprising  13  houses  with  private  piped  supplies 
and  1 house  with  a supply  from  a well).  Of  the  other  13  houses  on 
wells  supply,  3 houses  are  situate  at  an  elevation  beyond  the  scope 
of  the  present  water  undertakings. 

A quantity  of  water  is  supplied  in  bulk  to  the  township  of 
High  Hc.yland  which  is  in  the  area  of  a neighbouring  Local  Authority. 

QU/A^TITY:-  This  has  been  adequate  with  respect  to  the  water 
delivered  to  the  local  undertakings.  Occasional  shortage  in  the  / 
high  level  areas  has  been  due  to  distribution  difficulties. 

Q.U kL ITY : - Generally  this  has  been  good  except  for  some  adverse 
conditions  revealed  by  sampling  during  the  months  of  July,  August, 
and  December. 

EX;j.IINATION  OF  WIA'ER  SUPPLIES;-  Samples  have  been  taken  at  monthly 
intervals  for  the  purpose  of  Bacteriol  ogical  -examinat  ron  and  sub** 
mitted  to  the  County  Laboratory.  These  samples  were  taken  at  taps 
on  consumers'  premises. 

Similar  sampling  has  been  carried  out  for  observation  purpo.sea 
of  the  Rus.by  Spring  and  Wells  formerly  used  as  a public  supply  to 
the  Rusby  Reservoir.  The  Rusby  Spring  is  still  used  as  a supply 
to  a residence  and  gardeners  cottage  by  virtue  of  an  old  deed 
agreement.  This  supply  is  remarkable  with  respect  to  consistent 
bacteriological  quality  under  all  seasonal  conditions  over  a period 
of  5 years. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  the  various  supplies  are 
tabulated  on  page  5. 

PLUI.IBO  - SOLVENT  ACTION:-  No  trouble  has  occurred  from  this  matter. 
Tno  alm'os't  universal  use  by  the  Council  of  galvanized  iron 
communication  pipes  and  the  use,  to  a great  extent,  of  similar  pipes 
on  the  consumers'  promises  obviates  much  danger  of  contamination 
from  such  source. 

MOTE:-  The  services  of  a Consulting  Engineer  have  been  engaged  to 
advise  the  Council  and  to  prepare  schemes  with  respect  to  present 
and  future  policy  regarding  water  supply  and  sewerage  undertakings. 
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DRAINAG5  yjJD  SE^A^RACtE 

A number  of  the  outlying  parts,  of  the  area  are  unsewered  or  only 
partly  sewered.  There  are  five  main  outfall  works  and  a number 
of  small  filtration  tanks  which  serve  outlying  areas. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  with  respect 
to  the  effluent  discuarged  from  the  outfall  works. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


Na.  serious  pollution  from  domestic  sewage  occurs  in  spite  of 
the  inadequacy  of  sewer  facilities  in  some  localities. 

CLOSET  ACCOLINODATIQN 

The  Council  make  a small  grant  towards  the  cost  of  the  con- 
version of  privy  closets  to  the  water-carriage  system.  During  the 
year  25  conversions  have  been  carried  out  and  11  additional  W.Cs. 
have  been  provided.

(a)  One  covered  scavenging  - type  waggon  engaged  full  time. 

(b)  One  general  purpose  type  uncovered  waggon  engaged  part-time  1 

with  loaders  taken  from  the  highways  staff. 

(c)  One  hired  horse  team  employed  approximately  five  days  per  week. 

In  November  an  additional  Scavenging  type  motor  vehicle  was  ’ 

obtained  and  new  staff  was  engaged  to  operate  it. 

This  allowed  for  the  hired  horse  team  to  be  dispensed  with  and  : 
for  the  general  purpose  waggon  to  be  devoted  to  other  Council  work 
for  which  it  is  more  suitable. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  now  arrangement  will  result  in  a more 
regular  atte;jtlon  to  the  work. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  tipping  on  the  uncontrolled  system. 
It  is  anticipated  that  during  the  coming  year  attention  to  the  refuse 
tips  will  be  possible  by  engagement  of  a man  for  this  purpose.  '

Chlor occop 0 examinatioij  of  the  bath  water  is  carried  out  dally 
by  the  superintendant . samples  in  duplicate  from  the  inlet  and 
outiat  ports  of  the  bath  were  taken  on  2 occasions  by  your  Sanitary 
inspector  and  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological 
and  Tt.emioal  e::ami  nat  ion . 

Replacement  of  the  chlorination  and  filtration  apparatus  with 
modern  and  adeo^uate  apparatus  is  I understand  under  consideration.

One  defect,  namely  lack 
of  deers  lo,  males  conveniences,  remains  to  be  remedied,  in  viev;  of 
a scheme,  for  re-arrangement  and  extension  of  the  sanitary  accommodation 
generally,  which  has  .been  approved  by  the  Council.

The  four  part-time  rats 'catchers  killed  320  rats  and  poisoned 
aisc  an  estimated  51  rats.  The  premises  included  farms,  piggeries, 
poultry  runs  and  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips.  Twenty  rats  wore  ■ ' ; ' . 
destroyed  by  a sewage  Y/orks  Attendant.  poisoning  carried  out  at  3 
ether  premises  resulted  in  a estimated  kill  of  22  rats.  A total  of 
362  rats  on  155  premises. 

SECTION  D - HOUSING 
INS^ZCTICN  or  DWELLING  HOUSES 

Nine  houses  have  been  inspected  under  the  Housing  Acts.  In  2 
cases  the  rouses  v/ere  found  to  be  Unfit  and  in  the  other  7 cases  less 
c-ricus  defects  were  found.  Tl/o  of  these  houses  have  been  repaired 
-no  also  9 houses  which  were  inspected  in  previous  years.  One  of 
tne^e  he  uses  had  been  unonpupied  foi  saveral  years  ovdng  to  it’s  bad 
Qon^ition  and  it’s  renovation  enabled  the  house  to  be  again  tenanted. 

■_'n  all  2.9  inspections  and  re-inspections  have  been  made.  Short- 
age of  material  and  labour  has  of  cours,e  prevented  the  repair  of  a 
la-rge  number  of  houses  which  were  inspected  previous  to  the  outbreak 
of  vaz’.  There  are  also  a number  of  houses  Scheduled  for  Demolition 
rhicr.  tAI;.  require  acticn  when  conditions  are  opportune. 


PsEge  IQ  . 

OVERCROyflDING  In  addition  to  a number  of  old  recorded  cases  of 
houses  occupied  respectively  by  one  family  there  is  now  an  appreciable 
number  of  unrecorded  cases  where  overcrowding  is  due  to  married  men 
returned  from  the  forces  having  to  take  up  residence  with  other 
families.  This  evidence  is  contained  in  the  forms  of  application 
received  for  the  tenctncy  of  Council  houses. 

PROVISION  OF  NEW  HOUSES  BY  THE  COUNCIL  The  Council’s  programme 
covers  the  immediate  post-war  years  and  the  erection  of  200  houses, 
plans  have  been  prepared  for  166  houses  and  the  erection  has  been 
commenced  of  6o  of  these  houses  on  three  separate  sites. 

HOUSES  PREVIOUSLY  PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNCIL,  1926  1959 
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SECTION  E.  INSPECTOONJAND''SUPERVISTQN  JOF  FOOD 

BilLK  SUPPLY  practically  all  the  supply  is  produced  within  the  area  , 
and  is  distributed  by  the  producers.  . A quantity  of  milk  is 
despatched  wholesale  to  neighbouring  towns.  The  dairying  premises 
generally  are  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition  but  the  provision 
of  proper  milk  rooms  and  sterilising  apparatus  is  still  necessary 
in  a number  of  cases. 

Under  the  Hilk  Special  Designations  Order,  2 licences  have  been 
granted  by  the  County  Council  for  the  productien  of  "Tuberculin 
Tested"  milk  and  2 licences,  for  the  production  of  "Accredited  Milk". 

Sampling  of  "Designated"'  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  Copies  of  the  reports  on  these  samples  are 
supplied  for  observation  purposes  by  the  County  Authority,  and  52 
were  received  during  the  year. 

Eight  samples  of  ordinary  milk  have  been  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  Three  of  these 
samples  did  not  peEss  the  test  and  the  vendors  were  informed  as  to 
the  result,  and  advice  v^as  given.  It  has  to  be  observed  however 
that  no  bacterial  standard  has  yet  been  set  for  ordinary  milk. 

Milk  supplied  wholesale  to  large  distributing  dairies  in  the 
neighbouring  towns  is  subjected  to  frequent  tests  for  keeping  ‘ 

qualities  by  the  Resazurin  method,  at  such  dairies.

MEAT  SUPPLY  The  meat  supply  is  derived  from  Government  controlled 
premises  situate  in  the  County  Borough  of  Huddersfield,  and  inspection 
is  carried  out  there. 

Inspection  of  producers'  pigs  slaughtered  for  own  consumption 
under  Food  Control  Licences  in  the  slaughterhouses  or  at  the 
producers'  premises  has  been  carried  out  whenever  possible.  The 
number  of  carcases  inspected  was  293. 

Four  of  the  carcases  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis 
of  a localised  character  and  the  affected  parts  were  surrendered 
by  the  ovmers.  The  percentage  of  carcases  affected  was  1.3  per 
cent.  This  is  less  than  the  usual  average. 
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GENERAL  FOODSTUFFS  At  retail  shops  the  following  unsound  food- 
stuffs  were  dealt  with  by  request  of  the  vendors  - various  tinned 
foods  113  tins,  bacon  21  lbs.,  butter  3 lbs.,  at  a railway  station 
6 sts.  of  fish.
